Alberta has a population of 2.5 per-|: 


sons to the square mile, as compared 
to 183 in the New England and mid- 
Atlantic states. In the British Isles 
the density is 389 to the squaré mile. 
The rapid advancement of transport- 
ation and remote scattered ‘settle- 
ments ‘necessitated the construction 
of roads sometimes beyond the lim- 
its of economic justification. 

The need of ¢. balanced program 
beween main, secondary and district 
highways was stressed by the Min- 
ister. Each was important in the de- 
velopment of the province. Approved 
methods of location and construc- 
tion were constantly changing and 
the department was making every 
effort to build for future traffic re- 
quirements as well as for present 
“Hecessity. 

Alberta, by July, 1931, would have 
1875 miles _of standard graded road, 
he said and 1429 miles of gravelled 
highway as well as 542 miles of 
standard grade. and 602 miles of 
gravelling on main and _ secondary 
systems including the mileage under 
winter relief plan. 

During the winter a total of 750 
miles of main highway will be kept 
free of snow, according to present 
plans, as against 550 miles last year. 
Quebec, where traffic is heavier than 
in Alberta, is attempting to keep 
open only 400 miles of road. 

In ‘this province road mainten- 
ance totals $350 a mile a year; re- 
placement -gravelling every two 
years costs $1200 a.mile and dust lay- 
ing $500.a mile. Cost of maintenance 
is: steadily increasing with the ever 
growing volume of motor traffic.

The whole pro- 
ject, he said, should be directed by 
yrarm sympathy for a community of 
courageous pioneers’ threatened 
with distress and by a desire. to 
provide just assistance when it is 
badly needed. There should be full 
appreciation of' thé fact that the 


prosperity of East and West, of 


former and city are inextricably 
linked together. He believed that 
the country as a whole would come 
to the assistance of a great section 
suffering from #& temporary but 
severe depression from causes be- 
yond its control, not only because 
it is just to do so, but as'a wise 
measure of national policy.

I do 
not need to elaborate on the cour- 
age and the resourcefulness of the 
people of Western Canada, nor the 
confidence many of them feel in 
their ability to come through this 
depression as they have othersf I 
do not require to do more than 
mention what we-in the East ‘owe 
to that part of the country, both in 
a material way and ‘in ‘the national

I am directing my ob- 
servations to the problem of meet- 
ing emergent conditions of great 
hardship which may arise during 
the next four or five months, 

“Obviously, our Western pro- 
ducers should not fear the loss of 
their equity in their homesteads ‘in 
view of the frank unwillingness of 
mortgage companies and other 
holders of liens to ‘press for im- 
mediate liquidation of maturing 
obligations~or for arrears of inter- 
est beyond the ability of the farmer 
to meet his.payments, so far, at 
least, as this is due to the present 
depression in the wheat market. 
Two problems, however, do remain: 
the fear of want during the coming 
winter—confined largely to the 
smaller and financially weaker 
farmers—and the fear of inability 
to finance another year’s farm op- 
erations, 

“To me, an unprefudiced and un- 
official, but not disinterested, ob- 
server, it seems indisputable the 
Dominion Government ‘should not 
hesitate to intervene with an offer 
of assistance, as a national public 
duty.

‘ever since: the species was: known. 
to man. 

The first: part of the Zepore deals 
with Mr. Soper’s six years of wan- 
dering through the barren lands of 
the north, during which time he 
travelled 30,300 mles before he suc- 
‘ceeded in locating the legendary 
“blue goose land.” The mystery of 
the breeding habits of this species 
of goose has intrigued eraiperoeune 
for years. 

The blue goose spends the winters 
on the Louisiana :coast and in the 
early spring begins its long flight 
northward. It has been traced up 
the -Mississipi ‘valley, jacross the 
Great Lakes, and as far as Hudson 
bay and James bay, but from there 
its trail vanished completely. 

It was in ,1923 that .Mr. Soper be- 
gan his. long search to end the 
mystery. During a trip of 7,000 
miles, touching at Greenland, Elles- 
mere, Devon and Baffin island,  in- 
quiries were made of the Eskimos 
and white men concerning the nor- 
thern, habits of the blue goose. 
Finally, he was told by one old 
Eskimo that .the goose nested on 
the shorestof a lake far in the 
Baffin island interior. Mr. Soper 
decided to follow this single clue and 
in 1924 struck a camp on Cumber- 
land sound, Baffin island. Because 
of the lateness of the season, how- 
ever, he: was unable to trek over- 
land before the goose began flying 
south. He spent the fall and winter 
mapping..and. exploring the country 
and in visiting | Eskimo tribes. 

Early. in ::the spring, with a party 
of Eskimo dog-drivers,; he began his 
trip into .the interior. After five 
months of strenuous ‘investigating 
he returned..to his ‘headquarters 
with the mystery still unsolved.’ The 
old Eskimo. -had been qnigtaken in 
his information.
